Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  i960,  in  which  is  incorporated  the  report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  report  is  prepared  in 
accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  dated  January,  1961. 

From  a  study  of  the  Vital  Statistics  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  both  the  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  13*11  per  1,000  population  (12.19  in  1959)  and 
the  Death  Rate  was  10.26  per  1,000  population  (9*32  in  1959).  Twelve 
deaths  were  registered  in  children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  eleven 
of  which  occurred  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  The  Infant 
Mortality  rate  was  19*01  per  1,000  live  births  (l4„95  in  1959)* 

There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  notified  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year, 

115  cases  as  against  801.  This  was  due  in  the  main  to  the  fact 
that  there  were  only  11  cases  of  measles  notified  as  compared  with 
687  in  1959*  By  referring  to  the  part  of  the  report  dealing  with 
Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  it  will  be  seen  that  1,075  children  of 
school  age  and  under  received  a  primary  course  of  vaccination  against 
Poliomyelitis  and  in  addition  4,462  received  ’’booster”  doses.  In 
addition  4l4  persons  over  school  age  received  a  primary  course  of 
immunisation  and  1,796  received  ’’booster"  doses.  There  were  no 
notifications  of  Poliomyelitis  during  the  year. 

As  in  past  years  the  routine  work  of  the  Department  was 
satisfactorily  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  under 
the  able  direction  of  Mr.  F.  T.  Harrison,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation 
of  the  loyalty  and  co-operation  of  my  staff  and  of  the  help  and 
consideration  so  willingly  given  by  the  members  of  the  Council, 
especially  those  who  serve  as  members  of  the  Public  Health 
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Committee .

Laboratory  Facilities 

Bacteriological  and  pathological  examination  of  clinical 
material,  water,  milk  and  foodstuffs  is  carried  out  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  which  is  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Mackay-Skolley .  Chemical  analysis  is  carried  out  at  the 
County  Chemical  Laboratory  under  the  direction  of  A.  Houlbrooke, 
Esq.,  M.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  County  Analyst. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

Ambulances  are  provided  by  the  County  Councix  for  the 
transport  of  infectious  and  non-infectious  cases.  The  service 
is  free  and  available  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

Hospital  Facilities 

There  are  no  hospitals  sited  in  the  Borough  so  that  the 
inhabitants  have  to  use  those  situated  in  neighbouring  areas. 

The  chief  ones  are  the  Corbett  Hospital,  Stourbridge  5  the 
Guest  Hospital,  Dudley  and  the  City  of  Birmingham  Hospitals.

WHOOPING  COUGH.  There  were  5^  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified 
(17  in  1959)  2  of  which  were  removed  to  Hospital.  There  were 
no  deaths  from  this  disease.  400  children  were  immunised 
against  Whooping  Cough  during  the  year. 

POLIOMYELITIS.  No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  in 
the  district  during  the  year. 

MEASLES.  There  were  11  cases  of  measles  notified  during 

the  year  (68?  in  1959).  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

DIPHTHERIA.  There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  the  year. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  low  incidence  is  the  result  of 
the  vigorous  immunisation  that  has  been  carried  out  during  the 
past  years.

One  could  wish  for  a  change  of  heart  by  the  Council  in  its 
attitude  to  Smoke  Control  Areas  and  no  doubt  this  will  come  when 
the  present  unrest  respecting  boundaries  and  functions  is 
resolved* 

Refuse  collection  is  suffering  a  temporary  setback  due  to  the 
long  awaited  delivery  of  a  new  vehicle  to  inaugurate  an  additional 
round  and  relieve  the  somewhat  onerous  duties  of  the  existing

WATER  SUPPLY 

(i)  The  water  is  supplied  by  The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks 
Company,  and  is  satisfactory  in  both  (a)  quantity  and  (b) 
quality. 

This  water  is  supplied  to  the  Company  in  bulk  from 
Birmingham,  where  the  principal  source  of  supply  is  obtained 
from  the  gathering  ground  of  the  rivers  Elan  and  Claerwen  in 
Mid-Wales. 

(ii)  There  is  a  piped  water  supply  throughout  the  district  except 
as  follows:-

The  Report  on  Slaughtering  Facilities  subnitt ad  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  has  been  accepted  by  him  and  all 
slaughterhouses  must  conform  to  the  mm  Regulations  by  1st  January, 
1963* 

Already  considerable  work  has  been  done  towards  this  end  and 
great  credit  must  be  accorded  to  the  butchers  of  the  district  for 
co-operation,  and  for  their  determination  to  perpetuate  the  craft 
of  slaughtering  and  preparing  animals  for  human  consumption  in  a 
humane  and  hygienic  manner.  I  have  always  been  convinced  that  with 
enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  the  butcher  and  adequate  supervision  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  the  private  slaughterhouse  has  an 
important  role  t©  play  in  supplying  the  nation  with  a  quality  food.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Steady  progress  in  the  reduction  of  industrial  smoke  and  fumes  can 
be  recorded  for  i960  and  to  that  end  the  following  works  have  been 


carried  out: 

Coal  furnaces  converted  to  oil  firing  -  13 
Coal  furnaces  converted  to  burn  coke  *  16 
Oil  preheater  provided  to  furnace  -  1 
Forced  draught  provided  to  furnace  -  1 
Dust  and  Grit  Arrestors  fitted  -  3

As  mentioned  in  my  opening  remarks  so  i;  .  .11  el  progress  can  be 

claimed  in  the  reduction  of  domestic  pollution  as  the  Council  remain 
firm  in  their  resolve  to  have  no  Smoke  Control  Areas.  This  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  all  neighbouring  Authorities  are  now  committed  to  a 
programme  of  Smoke  Control. 

The  report  of  the  expert  Working  Party  to  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  Standing  Conference  on  the 
Deposit  Gauge  and  Lead  Dioxide  instrument  although  not  entirely 
unexpected  is  to  be  regretted  with  reference  to  its  findings  that 
Mthe  lead  dioxide  method  is  not  sufficiently  precise  to  meet 
modern  national  requirements  and  it  is  probably  only  in  special 
circumstances  that  they  still  have  even  local  value” <>  Also  that  the 
Deposit  Gauge  is  of  purely  local  value.  Accordingly  the  Council 
have  withdrawn  their  lead  dioxide  instruments  and  will  in  future 
use  the  soot  deposit  gauge  to  assess  local  industrial  pollution. 

In  future  reports  no  chart  wil?  be  included  on  SOo  readings.
